Be- 
fore Zaccheus was a Publican,and therefore 
ſtood in ſinne verie daungerouflic, hke the 
houſe that is builded vpon the ſand, readye 
to be ouerturned with euerie tempeſt; but 
now Zacchens is become a true Chriſtian, & 
therefore ſtands in right eouſneſſe very ſaſe- 
ly.like the houſe that is built vpon a tocke, 
free from anie danger of falling 
Behold Lord, the halfe of my good, &c. 
There are two parts of this confeſsion. The

faith. Zaccheus is verie liberall in releeuing 
the poore, but he is liberall of that which is 


his own: ſo ther are manie now a daies that 


are verie liberall, but it is of that which is 
none of theirs: for as Nadab and Abihu of- 
fred ſtrange fire vnto the Lord, ſo theſe men 
offer ſtrange goods vnto the Lord. There 
are ſome amongſt vs, that thinke to make a- 
mends for their vniuſt dealing, by giuyng 
now of. that to ſome good vices, which they 
1aue gotten by bad meanes :-if they haue 
gotten a pound by vſury & oppreſsion, they 
are content perhaps to giue a pennie to re- 
leeue the poore. But, as it was not lawfull 
for the 7/raclits to bring the price or the hire 
of a harlot into the houſe of the Lord: ſoit 
is not lawful for vs to apply the gaine of our 
ill gotten goods to the ſeruice of God. 
The halfe of my goods, I giue, &c. 
Zaccheus faith not, I haue giuen, as an vp- 
braider of God: or, Iwill giue, as:a delaier, 
that means to giue away his goods = h 4

nie dayes of paiment for the matter. For, as 
before he ran apace to ſee Chriſt, and came 
dome haſtely to enterteine Chriſt, in hys 
owne perſon: ſo doth he here giue quickly 
to releeue Chriſt in his needie members. 
This is Zaccheus laſt will & teſtament, that 
hee malceth before his death, and ſeeth che 


ſame proued and performed before his cies, 
If therefore we deſire to doo any good to a- 


nie of our poore brethren, let vs learne of 
Zacchensto doo it quickly, while wee are a- 
liue, for time will preuent vs, and death will 
EA vs. I know ther be many that wold 

willing to giue ſome part of their goods 
to the poore . before their death, as Zaccheus 
did: but that they knowe not what neede 


themſelues maye haue thereof before they 


die, and therefore for the moſt part they wil 
hardly forſake or leaue their goods, till their 
goods forſalee and leaue them. But heerein 
they ſhewe themſelues to doubt of Gods 
prouidence, and as it were to. diſtruſt of his 
paiment, who hath promiſed to repay what 
ſoeuer is giuen vnto the poore, as if it were 
lent vnto humſelſ, & that not ſecretly, thogh

comonlyir Fallech out, that bythe bleſsing 
of God they return with far greater profite. 
So albeit the reliefe that is beſtowed vpon 
our diſtreſſed neighbours may ſeeme to be 
loſt, yet as the wife man ſaith, after a time 
ve ſhall finde it againe: and as the precious

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Zaccheus gaue to the poore the half of chae 
which was his owne: now he reſtoreth that 


which.is none of his, to the right owners; | 
And becauſe hee had detained their goods 


ſo long, to their great loſſe and hinderaunce, 
therfore he doth not onely reſtore the prin- 


cipal, which he had talcen from them, but he 


allow-eth them their coſts and damages they 
had ſuſteined. As Ioram king of Iſfarl cauſed 


to be reſtored to the Shanamite her houſe & 


land, with all the fruites and proſites of the 


ſame, which were wrongfully kept from hir 
ſeuen yeręs together: ſo Zacrheus tlie cuſto · 


mer, reſtoreth to thoſe that he had oppreſ- 


ſed, their goods which hee had gotten from 


them by fraudulent dealing, with all the 
fruites and profits that might come thereof 
during the time of his vniuſt poſſeſſion. So 
liberall was Zaccheus to the paore, that hee 
gaue them halfe kis goods: and ſo little got 
Zaccheus by his vſurie and oppreſſion, that 
for euerie prnie he reſtored foure. If the v- 
ſurers and extortioners of our time woulde 
reſtore fourefold for that they haue wrong 
fully gotten, Ifeare me they wold haue but 


a ſmall 
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Nos ven ſhall beare this ſccnt part of 
his confeſſſon, wherein het pr̃omiſeth reſti- 
tiution of his vniuſt gotten goods. Before; 
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aſmall halfe,tagiue to tha ppore, and hut a 
| heels left to helꝑ chemſcluts. There was no 
law to compel.¶ accheus to males ſuch reſti 
tution except he will confeſſe himſelf to be 
a thiefe, becauſe hee was an yſurer, and then 
the lawe of God xequireth ſuch reſtitutiom 
And ſurely, Za5ghens ſaemeth after a ſort to 
confes his.chaft,becauſc he promileth foure 
fold reſtitution . If a man had ſtoln a (heep, 
the lay of God required chat he ſhould re- 
ſtore foure ſneepefor one: and the ancient 
Romans had this law, that vſurers ſhuld for 

feit foure times ſo much as they tooł for v: 
ſarie. I che ſame law were noyu to vie a+ 
gainſt our theeuiſn vſurers, as it was ſomes» 
time among them, we ſhould not haue ſuch 
complaining of the poore both in priſons & 
ſtreetes. But if theſe great theeues (I meane 
our biting vſarers) that rob and ſpoile with- 
out ceaſing when they haue no need, might 
find no more fauor, than thoſe petty theeues 
which rob and ſteale ſometime, when they 
are driuen thereto by extreame neceſſitie, 
then ſurely. the common wealth wold ſoone 
be disburdend of that peſtilent btood of ca · 
cerpillers where with it is peſtered. I with 
them betimes to look to their awn eſtate, & 
with Zaccheus to forſake their make 
1 trade. 
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trade. If they haue liued hetherteo by the 
| inc of vſurie, let them now lament cheyr 

nne, and call fo God for mereitEcforgine> 
nes: let them make reſtituei61 df that they 
haue wrongfuly talen, and grecue that they 
haue ſo long deteined that hiclłr is none ot 
theirs. For as no ſinne is pardoned withõũt 
repentance to God, ſo vſurie not pardond 
without repentance to God: and as the ſinne

| a bol theft is not remooued,before reſtitution 


bee made to men (if the partie bee able,) fo 
the ſinne of vſurie (whichis aſecrettheft)is 
not remitted before reſtitution be made to 
thoſe that are oppreſſed and ſpoiled by this 
ſecret theft. Thus you haue ſeen how Zac. 
chews that was once a hdorder of his goods, 
as our rich men are: is now a liberall diſpo- 
fer of his goods, as I wiſh they were. He that 
lately was a Camell laden with riches, and 
therfore vnapt to go through a needles eie, 
hath now like the Camell caſt off his rich 
lading, and therfore may enter in at the nar- 
row gate. Some rich men wold rather haue 
loſt their liues, than forgone their goods, & 
for halfe that loſſe would haue proued very 
penſiue, but this was the ioyfulleſt newes 
that euer came to Zaccheus houſe, fweeter 
do him than all his gold & ſiluer: that where

as before hee-was in the ſtate of damnation 
now.ſaluation. is promiſed to him and hys 
houſe: and whereas before he was the ſer- 
nant of Sathan, now he is become the child 
of Abrabam.Now Zaccheus hous is become 
Gods houſe, & Zaccheus himſelfe is the ſon 
of Abraham, and therefore no cauſe whie 
Chriſt ſhould not reſort to Zaccheus houſe. 
As Chriſt ſaid to the penitent theife, T his bi 
day ſhalt theu be with me in Par adice, ſo hee 
ſaith here to the penitent publican,T bis day 
ſaluatiam is come unto thy bouſe, and this daye 
thou art become the childe of Abraham.Chrilt 
Joucth not to be long in any mans debt, for 
as he ſaith to Zaccheus, To day I muſt abide © 
at.thy bouſe : ſo he ſaith to the ſame Zacche- _ 
ut, To day and henceforth for euer, thou e 
thy houſe muſt abide with mee in heauen. 
Here is a happie change: in ſtead of a little 
worldly treaſure, ſubiectto loſſe by theeues 
and to ſpoyle by ruſt and moths, to haue all 
ſtore of hannaly treaſure, which neyther 
theeues can ſteale, nor canker can corrupt: 
in ſtead of an carthly houſe, ſubiect tõ fire Matt. & 
and falling, to haue a houſe giuen of God, 
not made with handes, but cternall in hea- 
uen, 2.

& to be tormented in thoſe eternall flames. 


That rich glutton that demed the orummes 
from his table, challenged Abraham for his 
father, but hee was refuſed, becauſe hee had 


not the faith nor wor kes of | Abraham : but 


Zacchens,choagh by nature he were not the 


childe of Abrabam, yet by grace hee is be- 
come the childe of Abraham, becauſe hee 
walkedin the ſteps of that faithfull father. 
Abraham belecued before hee was circum- 
ciſed , ſo Zaccheus beleeued before hee was 


circumciſed. As Abraham left his countrey, - 


and all that he had when God called hitn;ſo 


Zarcheus left his office and the molt part of 


his riches,when he was called by the ſonne 
of God: and as Abraham defired to fee the 
day of Chriſt, and ſawe it, and reioyced; ſo 
Zarccheus deſired to ſee Chriſt, and hee ſaw 
him, and reioyced. Now is Zaccheus a Gen- 


tile become the childe of Abraham, and not 


only he, but his whole houſe alſo is become 
the houſe of Abraham for when Zaccheus 
is conuerted, his whole houſe is conuerted. 
As the maſter is, ſuch are the ſeruants: if —

wee maye with Zaccheus bee defirous to fee 
- Qhtiſt zoyful to receiue Chriſt. liberal to re- 
leeue the members of Chriſt, and readie to 
make amends when we haue wronged anie 
of our brethren; that ſo with Zaccheus we 
may be heires of ſaluation, and the true ſons 
of Abraham, to reigne with Chriſt in hea- 
uen for euer, by the meanes and merites of 
him, that died and roſe againe for vs, To 
whom with the Father and the holy Ghoſt 
be all glorie. Amen. 
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
